TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WILLENHALL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Reid  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1953. 

From  perusal  of  the  vital  statistics  it  would  appear  to  have  been 
a  year  of  steady  progress.  The  Birth  Rate  remains  much  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year  ;  the  Death  Rate  is  reduced  by  2.3 
per  1,000  population  ;  the  Maternal  Death  Rate  is  nil  (compared 
with  5.8  in  1952)  ;  and— best  of  all — the  Infant  Death  Rate  is 
reduced  to  record  low  figure  of  23.1  (per  1,000  births).  Included 
in  this  last  gratifying  figure  is  the  excellent  reduction  of  the  Neo¬ 
natal  Death  Rate  (i.e.,  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  of  age) 
from  15.4  in  1952  to  5.8  (per  1,000  live  births)  in  1953. 

Nevertheless,  I  must  here  temper  undue  optimism  with  a 
reminder  that  for  statistical  purposes  the  area  and  its  population 
is  small,  which  means  that  comparatively  small  fluctuations  in 
actual  numbers  will  be  reflected  by  much  wider  variations  in  the 
statistical  figures  presented  to  you.  In  other  words  (and  without 
undue  pessimism),  in  spite  of  the  “  good  look  ”  of  the  statistics, 
Willenhall  is  still  not  a  health  resort  ! 

In  regard  to  the  Area’s  “  sanitary  circumstances,”  I  would 
observe  that  the  question  of  sewage  disposal  still  remains — as  it 
has  done  for  the  past  5 — 6  years  ! — the  “  crying  need  ”  of  the 
District.  That  this  should  still  be  so  is  certainly  no  fault  of  this 
Department,  whose  Medical  Officers  have  repeatedly  stressed  the 
dangers  inherent  in  the  existing  situation. 

Other  matters  relative  to  the  local  sanitary  circumstances  are 
commented  upon  in  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
whose  sound  administration  of  his  side  of  the  Department  con¬ 
tinues  to  call  forth  my  warm  admiration.  That  my  assessment  of 
the  worth  of  Mr.  Lowbridge  is  shared  by  the  Members  of  your 
Public  Health  Committee  is  obvious  to  anyone  present  at  its 
deliberations.  I  would,  this  year,  draw  particular  attention  to 
Mr.  Lowbridge’s  Report  on  Licensed  Premises,  which  has  had  the 
unusual  (if  not  unique)  distinction  of  being  received  as  a  helpful 
document  by  the  Licensed  Trade  itself. 
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I  would  thank  all  the  members  of  my  staff,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Gentlemen,  for  their  loyal  support  during  the  year,  and  yourselves 
for  the  same  generous  assistance.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  population  of  Willenhall  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  was  30,870  ;  an  increase  of  270  compared  with  the  mid¬ 
year  estimate  of  30,600  for  1952.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
for  1953  was  261. 

Births. 

During  1953  there  were  520  live  births.  Of  these,  there  were 
eleven  illegitimate  births,  comprising  2.1%  of  the  total  births, 
compared  with  2.9%  in  1952. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  remained  almost  the  same 
as  the  previous  year.  The  comparability  factor  for  births  is  .97, 
this  gives  a  corrected  or  standardised  birth  rate  of  16.3  which  is 
comparable  with  a  rate  of  15.5  for  England  and  Wales,  and  a  rate 
of  15.7  for  the  smaller  towns. 

There  were  nine  still  births  in  1953,  a  percentage  of  1.7  of  the 
total  births  compared  with  1.9  in  1952.  The  still  birth  rate 
expressed  per  1,000  total  births  was  17.3  compared  with  19.3  in 
1952,  and  calculated  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  0.29. 
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The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  0.35  and  that  for  the  smaller  towns  0.34. 

Deaths. 

There  were  259  deaths  in  1953.  The  death  rate  was  8.4  per 

I, 000  population,  compared  with  rates  of  10.3  and  11.6  for  1952 
and  1951  respectively.  Applying  the  comparability  factor  of  1.26 
for  deaths  to  this  crude  death  rate,  a  standardised  or  corrected 
death  rate  of  10.58  is  obtained,  which  compares  with  rates  of  11.4 
for  England  and  Wales,  12.2  for  the  county  boroughs  and  a  rate  of 

II. 3  for  the  smaller  towns.

The  principal  causes  of  death  during  1953  were  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  bloodvessels  (including  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system)  cancer  and  bronchitis.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of 
deaths  is  mostly  due  to  the  diminished  number  of  deaths  from 
circulatory  causes  and  pneumonia,  though  the  proportion  of  the 
former  to  the  total  deaths  remains  much  the  same. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Bloodvessels. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  bloodvessels  together  accounted  for 
101  deaths,  38.9%  of  the  total  deaths  compared  with  38.6%  of  the 
total  deaths  in  1952. 

Cancer. 

Cancer  caused  44  deaths  compared  with  52  in  the  preceding 
year.  In  the  ten  year  period  1944 — 1953  deaths  from  cancer 
averaged  45  annually. 

Of  these  cancer  deaths  common  sites  for  the  malignant 
process  were  the  stomach,  lung  and  bronchus,  and  the  breast  and 
uterus  in  women.

Cancer  of  the  lung  caused  11  deaths,  compared  with  11  in  1952 
and  4  in  1951. 

Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  caused  nine  deaths,  all  of  which  were  due  to  the 
pulmonary  form  of  the  disease. 

Deaths  from  Violent  Causes. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  violent  causes,  one  of  which  was 
due  to  a  motor  vehicle  accident,  two  to  other  accidents,  and  six 
deaths  were  due  to  suicide. 

Age  at  Death. 

Of  the  total  deaths  recorded,  155  or  59%  occurred  in  persons 
aged  65  years  and  over,  compared  with  54%  for  1952. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  which  five 
were  male  and  seven  female.  One  illegitimate  infant  died  out  of  a 
total  of  11  illegitimate  births.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the 
year  was  23.1  compared  with  a  rate  of  32.8  in  1952,  and  41.1  in  1951. 
This  rate  of  23.1  for  1953  compares  with  a  rate  of  26.8  for  England 
and  Wales,  30.8  for  the  county  boroughs  and  24.3  for  the  smaller 
towns. 

Of  these  12  deaths  occurring  under  one  year,  three  did  not 
survive  beyond  the  first  month  of  life,  the  neo-natal  mortality  rate 
being  5.8,  compared  with  15.4  for  the  year  1952. 

Reference  to  Table  IV  on  page  30  shows  the  causes  of  infant 
deaths  at  different  age  periods  under  one  year.  The  commonest 
causes  of  infant  deaths  were  pneumonia  and  asphyxia. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1953,  compared  with  three 
in  1952. 


SECTION  B. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  515  notifications  of  infectious  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  during  the  year,  the  general  incidence  being  much 
higher  than  the  previous  year,  when  notifications  numbered  283. 
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The  most  prevalent  of  the  notifiable  diseases  were  measles 
381  and  whooping  cough  102  ;  both  measles  and  whooping  cough 
showing  a  high  increase  compared  with  1952,  when  the  notification 
figures  were  measles  134  and  whooping  cough  74  respectively. 

Scarlet  fever  notifications  decreased  from  32  in  1952  to  14  in 
1953,  and  there  were  no  cases  of  confirmed  diphtheria. 

There  was  one  notification  of  dysentery,  and  no  notifications  of 
food  poisoning  or  enteric  fever. 

Influenza. 

There  was  one  death  only  from  this  cause.  The  death  rate  per 
1,000  population  was  0.03  compared  with  0.16  for  England  and 
Wales.

There  were  50  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  1953  compared  with 
33  in  1952.  Of  the  50  cases  notified  this  year,  three  were  non- 
pulmonary  cases.  Two  cases  came  to  notice  other  than  by  formal 
notification  (death  returns). 

In  the  ten-year  period  1944 — 1953  notifications  of  tuberculosis 
averaged  41  annually.  There  were  nine  deaths  from  this  cause. 
The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  from  tuberculosis  was  0.29 
compared  with  0.20  for  England  and  Wales  and  0.19  for  the 
smaller  towns.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Local  "  Health  Authority  ”  Services. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  and 
comprise  the  following  : — 

1.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

2.  Midwifery. 

3.  Health  Visiting. 

4.  Home  Nursing. 

5.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

6.  Ambulance  Services. 

7.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

8.  Domestic  Help. 

9.  Mental  Health. 

For  the  purpose  of  administering  the  above  services,  the 
County  is  divided  into  nine  “  areas  ”  with  an  Area  Medical  Officer 
advising  each  Area  Committee.  Willenhall  is  a  constituent 
authority  of  No.  9  Area,  which  also  includes  the  Boroughs  of 
Bilston  and  Wednesbury,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Darlaston 
and  Wednesfield,  and  has  a  total  population  of  approximately 
136,000.  This  local  Authority  has  three  representatives  on  the 
Area  Committee. 

The  local  provisions  of  the  above  enumerated  services  are  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Gare  of  EVlothers  and  Young  Children. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics.  There  are  three  sessions  per  week,  held  at 
the  Willenhall  Clinic,  Nurses’  Home,  Walsall  Street,  Willenhall,  on 
Tuesday  mornings  and  afternoons,  and  Friday  afternoons. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  These  are  held  at  the  Willenhall  Clinic, 
Walsall  Street,  on  Monday  afternoons.*  Also  at  Short  Heath 
Clinic  on  Friday  afternoons  and  at  Portobello  Clinic  on  Thursday 
afternoons. 

*  Now  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 
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Clinics  for  School  Children.  Minor  ailment  clinics  are  held  at 
Willenhall  Clinic,  Walsall  Street,  on  Monday  and  Friday  mornings. 
A  doctor  attends  on  Mondays.  Also  at  Short  Heath  Clinic  on 
Friday  mornings,  a  doctor  attending  alternate  weeks.  An  Eye 
Clinic  is  held  at  the  Willenhall  Clinic  on  Thursday  mornings  and 
afternoons. 

Day  Nurseries.  There  are  two  Day  Nurseries  in  the  district, 
one  at  Shepwell  Green,  sixty  places  and  one  in  Memorial  Park, 
fifty  places. 

2.  Midwifery. 

There  are  five  domiciliary  midwives  employed  by  the  Stafford¬ 
shire  County  Council  practising  in  the  district.  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  is  arranged  by  either  the  General  Practitioners  or  the 
Medical  Officer  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics — on  medical 
grounds,  and  by  the  Local  Health  Visitors— on  sociological  grounds. 

3.  Health  Visiting. 

There  are  three  Health  Visitors  working  in  the  district. 
These  ladies  also  attend  the  various  “  County  ”  Clinics.  They  can 
usually  be  contacted  at  the  Clinic,  Walsall  Street,  during  the  day. 

4.  Home  Nursing. 

There  are  four  District  Nurses  operating  in  the  district,  the 
functions  of  the  Willenhall  District  Nursing  Association  in  respect 
of  home  nursing  having  been  taken  over  by  the  County  Council 
since  1948. 

5.  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  is  usually  carried  out  by  the  Local  General 
Practitioners.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  performed  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  each  week,  mostly  on  children  between 
the  ages  of  eight  to  twelve  months  old.  Immunisation  of  school 
children  (the  large  majority  of  whom  have  already  been  immunised) 
is  carried  out  at  special  sessions,  when  such  procedure  is  considered 
necessary.  Reinforcing  doses  are  given  at  the  ages  of  five  and  ten 
years  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

6.  Ambulance  Services. 

Included  in  the  “  Area  ”  Ambulance  Service  is  an  Ambulance 
Station  in  Clemson  Street,  Willenhall,  where  a  day  and  night 
service  is  provided  by  seven  vehicles  with  a  personnel  of  twenty- 
one  men  and  a  Superintendent.  This  Station  is  open  from  7-30 
a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  Mondays  to  Fridays,  and  7-30  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 
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Saturdays.  The  telephone  number  is  Willenhall  1061.  At  other 
times  enquiries  should  be  made  at  the  main  Ambulance  Station, 
Richards  Street,  Darlaston,  telephone  number  Darlaston  591/2. 

7.  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care. 

Apart  from  work  performed  on  behalf  of  the  Anti-Tuberculosis 
Clinic,  Bell  Street,  Wolverhampton,  by  the  Local  Health  Visitors, 
Care  and  After-Care  is  undertaken  by  a  Social  Worker  and  an  Area 
Welfare  Officer,  both  centred  on  Wolverhampton.  The  former 
attends  to  such  matters  as  the  provision  of  convalescent  home 
treatment,  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  financial  help,  etc.,  whilst 
the  latter  Official  is  more  directly  concerned  in  the  care  of  the  aged, 
infirm,  and  also  works  in  co-operation  with  Voluntary  Agencies 
for  the  care  of  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  for  whom  there  are 
training  facilities  and  workshops  etc.,  at  Wolverhampton  and 
Walsall.  Hostels  for  the  aged  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
at  Lichfield  and  Cannock. 

8.  Domestic  Help. 

A  Home  Help  Service  is  available  and  administered  by  the  Area 
Medical  Officer,  20,  Hydes  Road,  Wednesbury,  telephone  number 
Wednesbury  0961/2.  The  service  is  available  for  cases  of  illness, 
confinement,  expectant  mothers,  mentally  defective  and  aged 
persons.  There  are  forty-nine  Home  Helps  in  the  “  Area  ”  of 
whom  thirteen  are  resident  in  Willenhall. 

9.  Mental  Health. 

The  Area  Health  Committee  maintains  an  Occupation  Centre 
at  Bilston  which  is  available  to  Willenhall  children. 

Other  Health  Services  are  as  follows  : — 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  required  by  General  Practitioners 
and  by  the  Public  Health  Department  are  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Martin  Street,  Stafford.  Chemical  examina¬ 
tions— food,  water,  etc., — are  undertaken  by  the  County  Analyst, 
County  Buildings,  Stafford.

Swimming  Baths. 

The  work  of  installing  the  new  filtration  and  chlorination 
plant  was  completed  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  in  time — 
that  is — for  the  seasonal  use  of  the  “  plunge.”  The  plant  worked 
satisfactorily  during  the  season  and  the  water  remained  at  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Dispose! . 

The  matter  of  sewage  disposal  still  remains  “  No.  1  Priority  ” 
in  the  order  of  Public  Health  requirements  of  the  District  that 
need  attention. 

The  following  developments  in  connection  with  drainage  have 
occurred  during  the  financial  year  1953-1954  : — 

Foul  sewer  constructed  in  Mill  Lane  and  nine  cesspools 
connected  to  this  sewer. 

The  construction  of  a  foul  sewer  from  the  New  Invention 
Housing  Site  to  connect  with  the  Short  Heath  main  sewer  at 
Hawthorne  Road. 

More  than  half  the  length  of  the  River  Tame  in  Willenhall  has 
been  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 

Health  in  Factories. 

The  return  made  on  Form  572  in  respect  of  Part  I  and  VIII  of 
the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948  is  reproduced  at  the  back  of  this 
report,  and  comments  on  factory  hygiene  are  made  by  the  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

Last  year  saw  no  startling  change,  but  rather  a  consolidation 
of  policy  made  in  recent  years. 

In  Housing,  the  arrangement  made  in  1948  whereby  one  house 
in  every  four  is  allocated  to  occupants  of  houses  upon  which  there 
is  a  demolition  order  operative,  has  resulted  in  some  200  houses 
so  far  being  demolished.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  some 
60  more  houses  which  had  demolition  orders  upon  them  were 
awaiting  the  building  of  new  houses  to  take  their  place. 

The  advantage  of  having  an  Inspector  devoting  almost  the 
whole  of  his  time  to  food  inspection  proved  advantageous  ;  of 
particular  interest  during  the  year  was  the  report  to  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  hygienic  conditions  in  Licensed  Premises. 

In  other  spheres  steady  progress  has  been  maintained  ; 
industry  generally  is  showing  increased  interest  in  the  problem  of 
atmospheric  pollution,  although  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  is 
contributed  almost  equally  by  industry  and  dwelling  houses,  it 
can  be  stated  that  almost  all  the  progress  which  has  so  far  been 
made  is  that  made  by  industry.  The  readings  of  the  gauge  in  the 
Market  Place,  which  records  deposited  matter,  shows  a  reduction 
from  31.21  tons  per  square  mile  per  month  to  21.74  tons  per  square 
mile  per  month  for  the  years  1950  to  1953  respectively. 

The  members  of  the  staff,  as  always,  have  worked  with 
enthusiasm  and  to  them  and  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  I  express  my  thanks.

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HOUSING. 


Because  of  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Council  in  1948  whereby 
the  Council  allocate  one  in  every  four  of  newly  erected  houses  for 
the  re-housing  of  families  from  unfit  houses,  an  acceleration  in  the 
work  of  slum  clearance  followed  the  increased  building  of  houses

Intimation  and  Abatement  Notices  served. 

During  the  year  260  Intimations  were  served  for  defects 
listed  in  Table  X.  191  of  these  were  complied  with  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  Generally,  there  is  a  noticeable  improvement  by 
owners  in  compliance  with  Notices  requiring  repairs.  It  was, 
however,  necessary  to  send  69  Abatement  Notices  of  which  58 
were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

Proceedings. 

During  the  year  a  Court  Order  for  Possession  was  obtained  on  a 
Council  house  in  respect  of  its  dirty  condition,  and  also  an  Order 
to  Abate  a  Nuisance  for  disrepair  on  a  private  dwelling  house. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

The  Thresh  Steam  Disinfector  situated  at  the  Sewage  Works 
was  in  use  on  54  days  during  the  year,  on  three  occasions  for  the 
treatment  of  bedding  following  infectious  disease  and  on  51

occasions  to  steam  disinfest  bedding  in  conjunction  with  the 
treatment  of  furniture  by  Hydrogen  Cyanide  before  the  removal 
of  150  families  to  Council  houses. 

The  treatment  of  furniture  and  effects  with  H.C.N.  is  carried 
out  by  a  private  firm,  whilst  the  bedding  from  the  house  from 
which  the  furniture  is  removed  is  steam  disinfested.  The  operation 
of  the  disinfection  and  disinfestation  service  as  well  as  the  Rodent 
Service  and  the  spraying  of  houses  and  other  premises  for  vermin, 
is  carried  out  by  two  workmen  attached  to  the  Department. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Similar  Structures. 

Since  the  formation  of  a  moat  or  trench  and  the  provision 
of  a  gate  along  the  land  leading  to  the  refuse  tip  at  Darlaston  Lane, 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  caravans  have  not  been  there.  Pre¬ 
viously  this  was  a  favourite  site  for  nomad  van  dwellers.  Generally 
there  has  been  a  reduction  of  vans  in  the  district,  although  we 
still  have  caravans  of  the  trailer  type  on  land  fronting  the  Wakes 
Ground. 


FOOD  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  give  increased  attention 
to  the  inspection  of  food  and  food  premises. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering. 

Slaughtering  continued  under  the  same  arrangements  as 
previously.  Meat  is  slaughtered  at  Wolverhampton  Abattoir, 
and  the  owners  of  seven  slaughterhouses  which  were  closed  at 
the  outbreak  of  war  have  continued  to  make  yearly  application 
for  the  renewal  of  their  licences.  The  only  use  to  which  these 
slaughterhouses  are  put  is  for  the  occasional  use  of  cottagers'  pigs. 
One  exception  to  this,  however,  is  that  of  a  slaughterhouse  situated 
at  High  Road.  In  this  instance  it  was  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  the  proprietor  and  the  Council  that,  because  of  the  increased 
amount  of  slaughtering  throughout  the  country,  the  slaughter¬ 
house  should  again  be  brought  into  use.  It  came  into  use  for  the 
slaughter  of  pigs  in  October. 

During  the  year  203  horses,  1,182  pigs  and  seven  cows  were 
inspected,  resulting  in  1  ton  15  cwts.  1  qr.  8f  lbs.  of  meat  being 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act,  providing  for  the  humane  slaughter  of  animals  in 
slaughterhouses  and  knackers  yards,  also  requires  that  slaughtering 
in  these  premises  shall  only  be  done  by  a  person  licensed  by  a  Local 
Authority.  There  are  37  persons  so  licensed.

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  disposal  and  use  of  spilt  beer 
is  as  follows  : — 

Left  over  beer  in  glasses  and  slop  beer  on  trays  all  thrown 
away.  Spilt  beer  from  beer  engines  collected  into  trays  or 
basins  at  every  premises.  At  one  premises  there  is  a  pipe 
from  the  drip  trough  to  a  bucket  in  the  cellar.  All  the  drip 
troughs  are  moveable. 

At  48  premises  the  spilt  beer  is  sieved  by  use  of  filter 
paper,  muslin  cloth,  linen  cloth  or  mechanical  filter  and  sold. 

At  five  premises  a  plastic  pipe  is  connected  by  means  of  a 
special  cock  to  the  main  pipe  from  the  barrel  to  the  engine. 
The  free  end  of  the  pipe  is  placed  in  a  bucket  of  waste  beer 
and  the  cock  is  set  to  give  a  desired  proportion  of  spilt  beer 
in  all  beer  drawn.  There  is  a  filter  incorporated  in  the  pipe 
from  the  waste  beer  bucket. 

13  premises  sell  the  drip  beer  as  it  is  collected. 

19  houses  do  not  sell  spilt  beer  for  human  consumption. 

At  five  houses  the  inspector  was  unable  to  definitely 
ascertain  the  method  of  using  the  spilt  beer.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  67  waste  water  closets  were  abolished,  a  total 
of  364  are  still  in  existence.  No  contribution  has  so  far  been  made 
by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  of  conversion. 

The  following  table  shows  the  progress  made  in  the  abolition 
of  waste  water  closets  : —

12  trough  closets  were  abolished  and  eight  new  water  closets 
fitted. 

The  provision  of  a  sewer  in  Mill  Lane  during  the  year  enabled 
six  cesspools  at  six  houses  to  be  abolished.  Steps  were  being 
taken  to  secure  the  abolition  of  the  other  cesspools  in  Mill  Lane 
early  in  1954. 

Public  Sanitary  Conveniences. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  provision  of  public  conveniences  has 
not  yet  taken  practical  shape.  There  are  only  three  such  con¬ 
veniences.  One  situated  at  the  corner  of  Walsall  Street  and 
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Bilston  Street  provides  accommodation  for  both  sexes.  A  con¬ 
venience  in  Cheapside  and  one  in  Walsall  Road  provide  facilities 
for  men  in  the  form  of  urinal  accommodation.  Both  these  latter 
buildings  fall  short  of  the  standard  expected.  The  wards  of  St. 
Anne’s,  Portobello,  and  Short  Heath  are  without  a  public  con¬ 
venience— an  omission  very  noticeable  to  visitors  to  the  town,  and 
an  inconvenience  very  often  to  residents. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  40  smoke  observations  were  made.  In  15 
instances  the  period  of  emission  of  black  smoke  exceeded  the  two 
minutes  permitted  by  the  Bye-laws. 

The  Council  continue  to  co-operate  with  the  Fuel  Research 
Station,  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  to 
operate  nine  lead  peroxide  gauges  in  various  parts  of  the  district 
and  a  deposit  gauge  at  the  rear  of  the  Gas  Offices  in  the  Market 
Place.  The  nine  gauges  give  us  the  amount  of  sulphur  trioxide 
present  in  the  atmosphere.  The  quantity  of  soluble  and  insoluble 
matter  deposited  as  shown  by  the  gauge  in  the  Market  Place  for  the 
four  completed  years  in  which  the  gauge  has  been  in  operation 
is  as  follows  : —

Although  there  are  eight  premises  concerned  with  the  furniture 
trade  where  filling  is  used  or  sold  there  do  not  appear  to  be  any 
premises  requiring  registration.  No  samples  were  submitted  for 
examination. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

During  the  season  in  which  the  public  swimming  baths  were 
open,  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion.  Since  my  last  report  the  chlorination  and  filtration  plant  has 
undergone  a  complete  overhaul ;  six  samples  were  taken  and  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  employment  of  two  men  on  rodent  work  has  the  effect  of 
preventing  large  colonies  of  rats  developing.  Infestations  of  rats 
in  small  numbers  occur  from  time  to  time  at  all  types  of  premises, 
and  maybe  at  houses,  grocery  stores,  canteens,  offices,  warehouses, 
etc.,  and  the  rapid  notification  by  the  occupier  of  the  premises 
enables  the  infestation  to  be  dealt  with  by  our  own  rodent  men 
before  reaching  large  proportions. 

A  watch  is  kept  upon  the  locations  which  favour  the  breeding 
of  rats  such  as  the  River  Tame,  the  Sewage  Works  and  Refuse  Tips. 
A  summary  of  work  carried  out  for  15  months  ending  31st  March, 
1954,  is  given  below,  whilst  a  detailed  table  is  given  at  the  end  of 
the  report.
